Lightning forecast to return fo9towed by co-oEer temperatures and less fire risk 

Lightning may return to the region today and each afternoon through Wednesday. Areas most likely to be impacted remain unknown due to unstable conditions in the upper atmosphereH however forecasters show some potential for activity west of the Cascades. Though efficiency will remain high, Predictive Services indicate the upcoming storm will be as 
intense as those recently experienced. Red flag warnings are in place for much of Washington with the Seattle area likely to reach a six on the Haines tndex tomorrow. Heavy smoke across the state has helped to moderate fire behavior and is likely to remain in the area through most of the week. In Oregon, the risk of fire is rated as high for areas east of the 
Cascades. Changing weather late in the week should be a boon for crews with lower temperatures and an increase in relative humidity expected. Notable amounts of precipitation remain unlikely.

Oregon Stats ; 

Slubticficid Fire: OSFM Blue Team assumed command of the Stubblefield Fire at 11 ;t>0 pm Aug. 17. The fire is burning 7 miles northwost of Condon. A Central Oregon type 3 toam joined them in unified command on Aug. 16. The fre has burnt an estimated 17,000 acres. Tho teams are also managing othor fires in Gilliam County, to include the 2S0-acre 101S Fire burning near Fossil, the 
Buckhorn Fire, and ttve 161 McDonald fire that was reported at 400 acres burning six miles east of Lone Rock. Love! 3 and 2 evacuations remain in place with several residences and snucturos threatened by the Stubblelield and 161 McDonald Fires. The 161 McDonald Fire is now being managed under the Kinaua Complex. Community meetings are planned for Aug. 10 at 6:00 p.m. in 
Condon and Aug. 20 at 7:00 p.m. in Loncrock. 

tVesfeW?; Located in Hood River and started by a structure fire. The railroad is shut down, evacuations have taken placo, and there have been impacts to highways and other structures. As of the afternoon of Aug. 10. the (ire was at 7 acres. 

MUg Post 6 Firs: This fire burned 1,500 acres on the Crooked River National Grasslands six mites south of Madras, hut crows were able to get a line constructed around the fire. All lines are holding. 

Sorofoot Firs: Firelighters responded to the Sorefoot Fire burning 6 miles northwest ol Clamo on the Prineville District of the BLM. It is 800 acres in sizo and 90 percent contained. 

Sitent Butte: 20 acres in fogging slash. Engines and equipment on site with an order for two hand crews. 

GrizzSy Road Firs: Firefighters had lined the 360 acre fire burning 11 southeast ol Madras. 

E}iCr&ck: This lightning fire has burned 5,560 acres 12 miles southwest of Pilot Rock. 

Terrino Firs: The Tonino fire is burning on the Warm Spfings Reservalion about 5 miles southwest of Warm Springs, ft was reported at 9,600 acres and has a Type 3 IMT assigned. 

Dfivjte Lalffl Fj'rtf.' This now start is burning 10 acres on the Northwest District of BLM. Limited information is available. 

£9 Corridor Frrc:Tho fire is located on the Umpqua National Forest near South Umpqua Falls. It is estimated at five acres. 

TerwiHigor Fire; Tths firo is located or? tfjc Willamette National Forest near the Terwilliger Hot Springs. Tho fire is growing quickly and posing challenges to lA. Movement across crowns was taking place upon lA anival. AType 3 IMT may be erderod.

i039 {Jonnic&#8£i7:s Peak^Fire: A Type 3 IMT in-briefed this morning to manage this 4.600 acre lire with 0 percent containment located 13 miles south of Fossil. Active fire behavior has been reported and the fuel typo is grass and brush. A Type 2 IMT is being ordered by COFMS, which will work in unified command with the IMT assigned to the Stubblefield Ftre. 
Kinzua Co/nptex: A Type 3 IMT is managing multiple fires within a ten mile radius of Fossil, totaling 550 acres and burning in a mix of timber and brush. The complex includes tho previously reported 161 McDonald, 57 Kinzua, 158 Ricks Creek, 165 Rancheria, and 172 Oxhead Fires.

Efm Firo - Burning on the Spokane District ol BLM, this lire is 90 percent contained at 2,000 acres. 

Mcr]fnick Pass - This lightning-caused fire is burning on ttie Yakima Agency, and is reportedly 5,537 acres and 90 percent contained. 

Kofty Mounlair] is burning 44 acres and 25 percent contained, burning on the Golvilte National Forest. A Local Type 3 toam is on the lire. Cougar Creck/Bannock Lake/WhIte PineA^ost Fires: CAType 1 Team 5 (Young) is managing all four fires. Cougar Creek fire is reported at 35,609 acres and Bannock Lake Fire is at 444 acres. Containment is at 35 percent. EvacualiDn levels remain the same. Notable growth has boon seeni on the west Hank with the fire reaching containment lines. Sporting is also occuring in this area. A 
□ RTI llight detected a few spots, which crows will work to address. High winds are forecast in the area for Aug. 19, which will make holding tho line a challenge.
